“This  is  the  seventh  bookstore  we  have  had  on  campus, 
surely  the  nicest,”  said  Ivan  L.  Sanderson,  bookstore 
lager.  “The  first  was  lopated  in  the  Education  building 
ower  campus.  About  ten  years  ago  the  recently  vacated 
istore  was  planned  to  accommodate  approximately  5,000 
lents.  This  store  was  one  of  the  first  in  the  country 
ffer  self-seiwice,”  he  added. 

In  its  new  location  the  Y Center  store  will  be  able  to 
1 surpass  the  seiwice  offered  by  the  old  facilities.  A 
king  staff  of  125  students  with  22  full  time  supervisors 
lanned  for  the  fall  semester,  Mr.  Sanderson  said.

First  Term  Shows 
Record  Enrollment 

Final  enrollment  for  the  first 
term  of  Summer  School  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University  has  reach, 
ed  a record  of  5343,  it  was  an- 
nounced today  by  Dr.  Keith  R. 
Oakes,  director. 

Of  these,  4973  are  daytime  stu- 
dents and  370  are  exclusively  ev- 
ening students.  An  additional  640 
students  are  taking  evening 
classes  but  are  not  counted  in 
the  total  because  they  also  are 
taking  daytime  classes. 

The  total  for  first  term  last 
year  reached  3,689  and  the  com- 
bined figure  for  botli  terms  of 
summer  school  was  4150. 

First  term  of  BYU  Summer 
School  began  June  15  and  will 
end  July  17.  Second  term  begins 
July  20  and  will  end  with  com- 
mencement on  Aug.  21.  Several 
hundred  additional  students  are 
expected  to  sign  up  for  classes 
in  the  second  term.

cafeteria  offers  the  fastest 
ice  on  campus  through  the 
of  a new  approach  in  feeding 
numbers  of  people, 
hs  system,  known  as  the 
ipping  center”  system,  elim- 


inates the  time-consuming  wait 
in  line  prior  to  the  selection  of 
foods.  With  this  system,  there  is 
no  set  price  on  a given  meal, 
therefore,  one  is  allowed  to  select 
as  little  or  as  much  as  he  desires, 
and  is  charged  accordingly. 

THE  INTERIOR  of  the  dining 
hall  is  tastefully  appointed  in 
light,  modern  colors  set  off  by 
dark  woods  and  light  upholstery.

The  individual  booths  were  de- 
signed by  Mr.  Wells  P.  Cloward, 
director  of  Food  Services.  He  did 
this  with  student  comfort  and 
ease  of  cleaning  in  mind. 

Of  four  large  flowing  spiral 
stairways  in  the  Y Center,  two 
of  them  grace  the  interior  of  the 
cafeteria.  From  the  second  level 
(the  main  dining  area),  the  spiral 
staircases  ascend  in  sweeping 
circles  to  the  upper  mezzanine  on 
the  third  level.  Each  spiral  stair- 
way bannister  was  hand-formed 
from  specially-treated  oak  wood 
and  was  fastened  to  the  sculptur- 
ed steel  frame  supporting  the 
steps. 

SERVTNG  the  cafeteria  are  two 
essential  areas  known  as  the  cen- 
tral kitchen  on  level  two,  and  the 
vegetable  preparation  room  on 
level  one.  In  these  two  rooms,  all 
foods  are  prepared  and  cooked 
and  are  brought  to  the  customer 
at  the  serving  areas.  All  of  the 
equipment,  some  of  it  designed 
and  engineered  by  Mr.  Cloward 
especially  for  the  Y Center,  is 
new  and  provides  the  fastest  ser- 
vice available. 

Other  rooms  in  the  building  af- 
fecting the  customer  are  the  com- 
missarj'^  and  bakery  on  level  one, 
and  the  special  serving  kitchens 
on  levels  three  and  six.  The  serv- 
ing kitchens  are  primarily  for  the 
use  of  special  banquets  and  par- 
ties such  as  the  “Skyroom  Ex- 
clusive” held  last  week.

Laboratory  Unique  at  Y 


It  is  not  uncommon  to  see  a 
group  of  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity students  surrounding  a 
tree  and  paying  little  or  no  at- 
tention to  the  shade  it  provides 
on  the  hot  summer  day. 

As  they  study  the  tree  the  ac- 
companying professor  points  out 
the  features  of  the  bark,  leaves 
or  other  characteristics. 

The  multitude  of  trees  and 
plants  which  provide  beauty  nad 
shade  on  campus  serve  not  only 
ornamental  purposes  but  are  also 
a living  laboratory.  More  than 
150  species  of  trees  and  shrubs 
adorning  the  campus  have  been 
selected  by  the  Botany  Depart- 
ment for  class  study. 

Students  wishing  to  examine 
trees  of  the  United  States  need 
not  make  a coast  to  coast  trip, 
but  merely  take  a stroll  around 
the  BYU  Botanical  Garden  which 
has  been  laid  out  like  a map  of 
the  United  States.  The  garden  is 
located  on  the  south  side  of  Uni-

A grand 
prize  of  $10  is  offered  for  the 
best  slide  in  both  categories.

Last  year  120  slides  were  en- 
tered in  the  contest  and  they 
came  from  all  parts  of  the  state, 
Mr.  Allen  said. 


versity  Hill  just  above  800  North. 

One  of  the  most  interesting 
trees  in  the  garden  is  the  Bald 
Cyprus.  It  is  characteristic  of 
the  Mediterranean  area  and  Geo- 
rgia, southern  Florida  and  Lou- 
isiana. 

There  are  five  California  Big 
Trees  in  the  west  part  of  the 
garden  and  some  of  them  have 
been  measured  to  grow  as  much 
as  3 feet  in  a year.  In  California 
the  largest  Big  Trees  are  over 
250  feet  high  ‘and  30  feet  in  dia- 
meter. “It  should  be  interesting 
in  three  or  four  thousands  years 
to  return  to  BYU  and  see  our 
Big  Trees,”  quipped  Dr.  Stanley 
Welsh  of  the  Botany  Department. 

A relativ'e  of  the  Bald  Cyprus 
and  the  Big  Tree  is  the  Dawn 
Redwood  which  also  grows  in 
the  garden.  This  tree  was  initial- 
ly discovered  as  a fossil  in  China 
and  Japan  during  the  early  part 
of  this  century. 

In  1945  two  Chinese  botanists 
discovered  a grove  of  these 
plants  still  living  in  Central 
China.  Seeds  and  cuttings  were 
distributed  and  the  trees  are  now 
growing  throughout  the  world. 
The  beautiful  Dawn  Redwoods 
are  8 feet  tall  but  should  some 
day  reach  150  feet,  Dr.  Welsh 
said. 

Among  the  most  common  trees 
on  campus  are  maples  and  elms, 
but  also  becoming  common  is  the 
Japanese  Pagota  Tree.  Various 
beeches  and  oaks  are  now  being 
planted,  he  said. 

Another  is  what  may  be  called 
a “living  fossil,”  the  Ginko  Tree. 
It  was  cultivated  by  the  Chinese 
as  a temple  plant  and  is  not 
known  outside  cultivation. 

It  takes  students  a semester 
of  work  to  acquaint  themselves 
with  all  the  shrubs  and  trees  on 
campus.  One  of  the  most  beauti- 
ful sights  enjoyed  by  the  scholars 
is  the  blooms  of  the  Showy  Mag. 
nolia  or  Saucer  Magnolia.  It 
blooms  in  the  spring  and  has 
huge  artificial-looking  flowers. 
Dr.  Welsh  feels  that  there  is 
nothing  quite  as  striking  as  this 
tree  in  bloom. 

Some  effort  is  being  made  to 
found  a native  shrub  garden  on 
campus.  The  Botany  Department 
has  introduced  sage  bushes,  rab- 
bit brush,  single  leaf  ash^  yucca 
and  prickly  pear  in  an  area  just 
above  the  greenhouse.  It  is  hoped 
that  someday  the  campus  will 
contain  a representative  of  all 
our  native  trees  and  shrubs.  Dr. 
Welsh  commented. 
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internaiional  Holiday’ 
Receives  Plaudiis,  Praise 


Brigham  Young  University’s 
traveling  variety  show,  “Interna- 
tional Holiday,”  is  being  enthusi- 
astically received  in  the  Orient, 
according  to  letters  from  the  cast 
and  military  personnel  who  have 
seen  the  show. 

Jane  Thompson,  director,  wrote 
of  the  group’s  first  performance. 
“It  was  a terrific  opening  night. 
The  show  went  like  clock-work 
and  the  crowd  vvas  enraptured— 
they  clapped  and  clapped  with 
thunderous  applause.” 

This  performance  at  the  Bill 
Chickering  Theatre  in  Yokohama, 
Japan,  was  the  first  official  show 
of  the  seven  week  tour  for  the 
United  States  Department  of  De- 
fense Pacific  Command. 

Letters  from  the  officers  and 
servicemen  praising  the  troupe 


have  flowe  dto  BYU  Acting  Pres- 
ident Earl  C.  Crockett. 

Col.  Martin  N.  Colley  of  the 
U.  S.  Army  Advisory  Group  in 
Korea  wrote,  “We  wish  to  express 
our  sincere  thanks  to  these  won- 
derful young  people  who  have 
traveled  so  far  to  bring  us  this 
enjoyment. 

“It  can  also  be  expressed  as 
being  most  refreshing  to  see  and 
meet  these  polite,  healthy,  and 
bright  young  people.  I am  certain 
that  they  left  the  same  impres- 
sion with  our  Korean  friends  in 
attendance.  It  surely  made  us 
Americans  proud  to  be  repre- 
sented so  favorably.” 

‘“International  Holiday’  was 
very  refreshing.  It  means  a great 
deal  to  the  men  and  especially 
when  the  enthusiasm  of  the  per- 
formers is  so  evident  it  spreads 
immediately,”  wrote  Lynn  Def- 
rees,  program  director  of  the  Red 
Cloud  Service  Club,  Korea. 

A U.  S.  Navy  Commanding  of- 
ficer after  seeing  the  show  wrote 
to  thank  the  group  for  assisting 
in  the  “morale  buildup  in  this 
large  overseas  community.”  He 
noted,  “It  is  the  belief  of  most  of 
our  personnel  that  the  production 
was  one  of  the  finest  to  ever  have 
appeared  in  Japan.  The  theme  of 
the  show  was  especially  fitting 
and  the  patriotic  motif  of  the  fin- 


ale is  particularly  needed  in  this 
area. 

From  Yokohama,  Col.  John  V. 
Knaus  wrote  to  say  how  much 
he  and  his  family  had  enjoyed 
seeing  the  production.  “The  musi- 
cal variety  show  is  superb  and 
each  student  performed  his  part 
in  an  outstanding  manner.” 

In  addition  to  Korea  and  Japan, 
the  group  will  perform  in  Tai- 
wan, the  Philippines,  Guam,  Ok- 
inawa and  Hawaii. 

Also  on  tour  from  BYU  is  the 
International  Folk  Dancers  who 
are  the  first  group  from  the  Uni- 
ted States  to  perform  at  the  In- 
ternational Folk  Dance  Festival 
in  Varde,  Denmark.  They  will 
also  appear  at  special  celebrations 
in  Wales,  Belgium,  Austria  and 
other  European  countries.

To  Move  Soon 


WASHINGTON  — There  are 
too  many  poignant  memories  in 
Washington,  so  Mrs.  John  F.  Ken- 
nedy plans  to  sell  her  home  here 
and  move  to  New  York  with  her 
children,  it  was  announced  Mon- 
day by  her  press  secretary  Pam- 
ela Turnure. 

“WHILE  SHE  WILL  always 
maintain  her  close  ties  in  Wash- 
ington, Mrs.  Kennedy  feels  that 
the  change  of  environment  in 
New  York,  from  Georgetown  and 
its  many  memories,  will  be  ben- 
eficial to  her  and  the  children,” 
the  announcement  said. 

Mrs.  Kennedy  will  sell  the  12- 
room  house  she  bought  last  De- 
cember for  $175,000  in  George- 
town, the  area  where  she  and  the 
late  President  made  their  home 
before  he  was  elected  President. 

She  will  live  temporarily  at  the 
Carlyle  Hotel  in  New  York  until 
she  finds  a suitable  apartment.

The  elevator  stops  at  the  6th 
floor  and  you  step  out  on  to  a 
rich  red  carpet.  Behind  the  glass 
doors  to  the  left  are  red  leather 
benches  and  a low  marble  table; 
small  lights  dimly  shine  on  them 
and  on  the  modern  work  of  wood 
and  brass  on  the  wall. 

Your  first  glimpse  of  the  sky- 
room  is  on  the  screens  that  sur- 
round it,  they  are  of  sculptured, 
frosted  glass  and  of  random 
pieces  of  walnut.  Behind  them 
are  small  tables,  each  with  a 
glowing  candle  light  and  deep  up- 
holstered chairs.  The  room  is 
done  in  red  and  shocking  pink. 
Tall  waiters  in  smart  red  jackets 
are  briskly  going  about  duties  of 
serving  and  taking  orders. 

Over  the  railing,  below,  is  the 
sunken  dance  floor.  The  lights 
are  low  and  the  band  is  playing 
very  dancable  music.  Large  win- 
dows surround  you  as  you  dance 
and  eat,  bringing  the  lights  of 
the  city  to  you.  To  the  east  is 
Squaw  Peak,  the  north  windows 
view  Timpanogos  and  to  the  west 
you  overlook  Utah  Lake  and  the 
evening  sunsets.

The  dining  area  of  the  room  is 
all  carpeted,  with  permanent 
seating  for  100.  The  hard  wood 
dance  floor  has  two  portable 
band  stands  that  pull  out  from 
under  the  floor  above.  Pushed  in, 
they  create  more  floor  space  for 
dancing  or  tables.  The  Skyroom 
has  its  ofn  Baby  Grand  piano  to 
be  used  for  bands  or  for  individ- 
ual entertainment.  It  also  has  its 
own  P.A.  system,  or  it  can  con- 
nect to  the  building  music  sys- 
tem. All  the  lights  can  be  raised 
or  lowered  in  intensity  to  meet 
the  needs  of  any  occasion. 

Who  can  use  the  Skyroom?  The 
ASBYU  Calendar  has  the  first 
choice.  The  events  are  planned  in 
the  spring  for  each  coming 
school  year.  Then  the  Student 
Body  at  large  can  put  in  their 
bids:  clubs,  groups,  etc.  There  is 
a small  charge  for  non-univer- 
sity groups,  but  they  may  also 
have  access  to  this  beautiful  room. 

The  biggest  highlights  of  the 
year  will  be  the  frequent  Sky- 
room Exclusives,  such  as  the  one 
held  last  Saturday  night  and  the 
one  this  coming  Saturday.  By  the 
purchase  of  a ticket  in  advance, 
one  is  given  a special  invitation 
and  can  spend  an  enjoyable  ev- 
ening in  a dinner  club  atmos- 
phere.

2 egg  whites 

i cup  chopped  pecans 

1 quart  Orange  Ripple  Ice

KEEP  AMERICA  BEAUTIFUL 


Editor's  note:  The  following  article  Is 
written  by  Dr.  Richard  L.  Anderson 
of  the  BYU  Religion  Dept.,  who  has 
read  “Antigone”  in  the  original  Greek. 

Sophocles’  “Antigone”  continues 
to  draw  crowds  when  produced 
and  to  stimulate  vital  discussion 
in  the  universities.  It  is  as  cur- 
rent as  the  sit-in  movement  and 
as  personal  as  family  loyalty.  Al- 
though “classic”  has  conotations 
of  literature  enshrined  in  an  of- 
ficial reading  list,  the  “Antigone” 
is  a classic  in  the  true  sense  of 
superbly  rendering  human  striv- 
ings and  emotions  relevant  to  ev- 
ery generation. 

The  growth  of  government  at 
every  level  as  an  increasing 
structuring  of  business  and  pri- 
vate lif  emakes  all  the  more  mod- 
ern a drama  of  fanatic  personal 
commitments  versus  the  “needs” 
of  the  community. 

Greek  tragedy  is  great  not  in 
the  solutions  given  (it  is  tragedy) 
but  the  question  posed.  One  is 
not  merely  encountering  Sopho- 
cles’ version  of  the  unfeeling  edict 
of  Creon  and  the  rebellious  res- 
ponse of  Antigone. 

Beyond  the  plot  are  hard  ques- 
tions: does  rigid  punishment  be- 
get justice?  May  conscience  sup- 
ersede law?  The  essence  of  life’s 
experience  is  the  judgment  de- 
veloped by  meeting  dilemma.  For 
this  reason  there  is  probably 
more  true  education  in  under- 
standing “Antigone”  than  in  a 
ream  of  canned  lecture  notes. 

But  one  does  not  go  sightsee- 
ing in  Yellowstone  Canyon  pri- 
marily for  instruction — the  point 


is  experiencing  the  awesome  in 
nature.  Good  drama  reveals  the 
awesome  in  man,  and  the  Anti- 
gone is  good  drama. 

One  is  certainly  not  aware  of 
man  without  a preception  of  the 
human  potential  for  magnificence 
and  destructiveness.  The  scrip- 
tures record  both,  and  Greek  tra- 
gedy is  unsurpassed  in  present- 
ing this  dual  picture  of  the  indi- 
vidual whose  failure  is  inherent 
in  his  method  of  success. 

The  “Antigone”  contains  an  im- 
pressive and  oft-quoted  ode  to 
man’s  illimitable  abilities,  and 
yet  characteristically  adds  other 
odes  on  the  insignificance  and 
doom  of  man  proud  beyond  his 
measure.
